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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention 
as recited in independent claims 14, 21 and 37. 
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The prior art teaches a system for providing a content item [col. 4, lines 60 - 67 
of Basani], the system comprising: a plurality of download servers [col. 8, lines 20 - 36 
of Basani], each download server receives a request for the content item [col. 8, lines 
20 - 37 of Basani], each of the download servers having: a cache [col. 20, lines 35 - 52 
of Basani] and a first object [col. 8, lines 20 - 38 of Basani] which receives a first 
message to invalidate the content item in the cache [col. 20, lines 35 - 52 of Basani] 
and which invalidates the content item in the cache [paragraph (0070), p. 8 of Vange] in 
response to receipt of the first message [col. 37 - 54 of Basani]; and a fulfillment server 
[col. 8, lines 20 - 38 of Basani] having a content store which stores the content item 
[col. 8, lines 45 - 60 of Basani]; and a first database [col. 9, lines 45 - 54 of Basani]; 
and a second object that receives a notification that the information in the first database 
has been updated or deleted [col. 9, lines 13 - 45 of Basani], and generates the first 
message for dispatch to the plurality of download servers [col. 20, lines 35 - 52 of 
Basani], and a request comprising encrypted data that represents a public key [col. 10, 
lines 9 - 30 of En-Seung] associated with a user and identification of the content item 
[col. 6, lines 18 - 30 of En-Seung], However, the prior art does not teach a request 
comprising a public key associated with a user and an identification of the content item, 
the public key and the identification being in a form encrypted by a first key that is 
known to each of the plurality of servers and to a first server at which the request is 
generated but that is not known to the user [see p. 2, line 24 - p. 4, line 16 of applicant's 
response submitted 05/25/2006]. 
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In addition, the prior art of record does not provide a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention 
was made would have integrated or modified the system for providing content with a 
public key associated with a user and an identification of the content item, the public key 
and the identification being in a form encrypted by a first key that is known to each of 
the plurality of servers and to a first server at which the request is generated but that is 
not known to the user as recited in the context of independent claims 14, 21 and 37.
